demo- 
cratic skirmish line is here in force, and 
much uncertainty exists in the outcome 
for governor 
and auditor. 
Interest 
seems to concentrate on these two posi- 
tions. No large number of counties 
have been instructed for any one candi- 
date, and from this comes the uncer- 
tainty. 
As the fight now stands, Myers 
has thirteen counties, with about one 
hundred delegates positively instructed 
for him, and he has good reason to ex 
pect that a half*dozen more counties will 
give him a solid support. 


In his own congres^onal district Mr. 
Matdon has 108 delegates instructed for 
him, and a number of other scattering 
delegations in other parte of the state. 
It is a fact not generally known that ex 
OoHgresemun Cobb has five counties in 
his district instructed for him, but this 
strength would be most likely thrown 
to Judge Niblack should his name be 
presented. 
Cobb is very willing, but 
Judge Niblack has directly refrained 
from expressing his own views. 
Mat- 
son's friends claim that he will have 
fifty cut of seventy-one Marion county 
delegates—that is providing that Bynum 
is not before the convention, and if he 
is they say he will command about thirty 
votes. 


To day Maison said that he felt very 
much encouraged over the outlook and 
thought he would get the nomination 
Hon. Eb Headersou arrived to-day and 
has taken charge of Matson's campaign. 
Captain Myers, on the other hand, is 
conductiug his own and is hustling as 
only he knows how to hustle. 
Tiiere is 
a good deal of talk about combinations 
with candidates for other oflSces on the 
part of both of the leading candidates, 
but their friends say they have not 
made and will not make any entangling 
alliances. 


A very neat contest will be that of 
Hugh Dougherty and Charley Munson 
for auditor of state. They are compara- 
ti^rely young men, with abundant means, 
brainy and good mixers, and it is safe 
to say that whichever becomes success- 
ful will have won his victory. 
There 
are hints 
to-day of a combine in 
favor of Mr. Dougherty, which, if true, 
will bring some strong influences to bear 
in his favor. 


Green Smith is a candidate for attor- 
ney general. 
There is no doubt of this 
and it complicates matters 
consider- 
ably. 


Everybody concedes the fitness of 
John R. Wilson of this city for attorney 
general. 


Ex-Senator 
Freneh, now of the 
Lafayette Journal, is thought to have 
a strong lead in the canvass for the of- 
fice ot superintendent of public instruc- 
tinn, his principal competitors being 
Professor Grifiith, of Frankfort, and Su- 
perintendent Marlowe, of Sullivan coun- 
ty. 
Griffith is makmg an earnest can- 
vass and already the city is inundated 
by his circulars. 


Candidates Piatson, Wilson, Marlowe, 
French and Munson have already taken 
quarters at the Grand hotel, and the 
rest of them are expected here early to- 
morrow. 
There are a hundred or more 
other democrats here from various parts 
of the state; and it is expected that the 
attendance upon the convention will be 
the largest over known. 


Senators Voorhees and Turpie will 
probably go as delegates at-large to St. 
Louis. 
John E. Sullivan's candidacy 
for delegate from this district to the 
democratic national convention has cre- 
ated more excitement than any other po- 
litical development in the campaign thus 
far. 


It is probable that the state conven- 
tion will endorse Governor Gray for the 
vice presidency.

CINCINNATI FESTITAL. 


The Auction Sale of Tickets tor Seats at 
the May Festival. 


CTNOINNATI, Aprii 24.—The auction 
sale of choice seats to £he Continental 
Centennial May Musical festival began 
to-day. 
The sale being limited to the 
holders of season tickets, 23,000 out of 
84,000 in Music hall were sold a year 
ago, and to-day purchasers are selecting 
their locations by buying at auction the 
privilege of preference in selection. 


The first choice was bought by Fre- 
heimer A Bros., for 8150, The second 
choice dropped to $13, but the eighth 
brought $50. 
The lov-zest premium was 
$3.50, the average being $8.65. The 
total preminms for the morniug sale 
reached $3,949.25: This indicates some- 
thing more than the ordinary 
in- 
terest in these musical events. 


KENTUCKY'S IREAJSURER. 


The 
Amount of Tate's 
Oefaleatlon 
Reaches $230,000. 


LouiaviLiiB, Ky,, April 24.—The re- 
port of the commissioners appointed to 
investigate absconding Treasurer Tate's 
offioe was submitted to the Kentucky 
legislature to day. 
The deficit was 
placed near $230,000. 
This may be re- 
duced to less than $200,000 if certain 
papers prove good. 


It is eotimated by those who ought to 
know that not exceeding oue-third of 
this amount is subject to collection for 
the very good reason that the majority 
of the due bills have been cancelled long 
ago, but carelessly left in the treasury. 
The report shows the grossest careleis- 
ne€B prevailed in the treasurer's office 
during Tate's regime of twelve years,

WASHMTON. 


The News Flashed Ofer the Wires From 
the Nation's Capital—Congres- 
sional Doings. 


WASHINOTON, April 24.—The offers 
for the sale of bonds to tbe government 
were opened at the treasury department 
to-day, by Acting Secretary Thompson, 
as follows: Four and one-half per cent, 
cent 
bonds—Registered, 
$50.000, at 
$107.60; $200.000, at $108; $15,000, at 
$1 Oí; $500,000, at $107i. 
Total, $1,- 
040,000. 
Four per cent, bonds—ÍRegis- 
tered, $300,000, at $125i; $300,000, at 
$1254; $2,000, at $127. Total, $602,000. 
Mttking grand totil of $1,642,000. 


The following were accepted: $300,- 
000 registered i's at 125f; $a00,000 reg- 
istered 4'B at 125^. 


The session of the senate to-day was 
opened with prayer by Rev. Dr. H. 
Pereira Mendez, rabbi of the Spanish 
and Portugués 3 congregation of New 
York, who, according to the Jewish cus- 
tom, wore his hat while engaged in 
prayer. 


This is the second instance probably 
in the history of this government, cer- 
tainly within the last half a century, 
when a Jew has offered prayer in the 
senate. 


On motion of Harris, the house bill 
appropriating $200,000 for an arsenal at 
Columbia, Tenu., was passed. 


HOUSB, 


Mr. Anderson, of Iowa, from the com- 
mittee on commerce, reported back a 
resolution providing for an investiga- 
tion of the strike on the Chicago, Bar- 
lington and Qaincy railroad to the com- 
mittee of the whole. 


The house has resumed in committee 
of the whole the discussion of the Mills 
tariff bili, Mr. McMilieu, of Tennessee, 
having taken the floor in advocacy of 
the mea-'ure, 


The house commerce commiitee to- 
day directed a favorable report on the 
bill authorizing the Kentucky Gas com- 
pany to lay a conduit under the Ohio 
river, near Louisville. 


Secretary Fairchild appeared before 
the senate finance committee to-day at 
the request of the committee, to present 
his views on the bill, which has passed 
the house, providing for the issue of 
fractional currency. 
The secretary 
strongly opposed the bill. He asserted 
that the previous issues of fractional 
cnrrency 
had 
cost 
in 
expense 
of production and loss from distribu- 
tion, as much as the entire face value of 
the average circulation maintained. He 
did not believe that public convenience 
required a re issue, nor that it would be 
popular. 
Fractional silver and the pos- 
tal note system met all the purposes 
which fractional notes could serve. 


ODD FELLOWSHIP. 


The Sixty-Ninth Anniversary to be Cele- 
brated N ext Thursday. 


Next Thursday throughout this coun- 
try and Canada the sixty-nintl^ anni- 
versary of the introduction of the order 
in the United States will be observed. 
Thomas Wildey and four other English- 
men, on the 26th of April, 1819, organ- 
ized Washington lodge. No. 1, in the 
city of Baltimore, with five members. 
These men were members of the Man- 
chester Uni y Odd Fellows of England. 


They had no authority at the time of 
organization to establish a lodge, but 
through the efforts of Wildey, a few 
years after, a charter was secured from 
the Euglish body. In 1841 there was a 
separation of the order in the two coun- 
tries, occasioned by the disposition of 
the English order to legislate for this 
country without giving the order here 
ropresentatiou. A commission was sent 
to England to bring about a reconcilia- 
tfion, which was unsuccessful, and from 
fthen a distinctive name was given to the 
order in this country. 


It was thereafter known as American 
Odd Fellowship. 
The work was revised 
ill 1845 and much improved. The Cove- 
nant and Remembrance degree were 
added and all connection ceased and has 
never been renewed, although efforts in 
that direction, coming from the English 
order, in the last few years, have been 
effectually made. 
There are now 8,H34 
lodges with a membership of 547,856. 
44,906 persons were initiated during the 
year i887, and $?.227,324.50 expended 
for reiiel. 
Since 1830 there has been 
$43,^89,061.87 distributed for general 
relief.

In Favor of Pension Examining: Sur- 
geons. 


Chicago News. 


Captain White, of the Fort Wayne 
district, offered an amendment to the 
pension bill fixing the pay for examin- 
ing surgeons at $2 for each examination, 
instead of $2 each until the number ex- 
amined on a single day or trip reaches 
five, when the fee is $1 each. 
Captain 
White made a handsome little speech in^ 
support of his amendment, showing the 
injustice worked to the examining sur- 
geons under the present rates, but a 
point of order was made and sustained 
against the amendment on the ground 
that it was new legislation in an ap- 
propriation bill, which is not admissible. 
The captain then announced he would 
endeavor to have a separate measure 
passed during the session making the 
changes proposed by the amendment. 
Captain ll^hite has spoken but twice in 
this session, and then it was only briefly, 
but he has each time evinced 
fluency 
and thought.

Beit enacted by the gen- 
eral assembly of the state of Indiana, 
that at tjie next ensuing May election 
to be held for the election of town of- 
ficers, as now provided by law, the town 
trustees shall be chosei' in the following 
manner to hold their oflSces for the time 
herein set forth. In a town where there 
are five trustees to be elected, the two 
persons receiving the greatest number 
of votes each shall hold their office for 
two years, and the three persons receiv- 
ing the next greatest number of votes 
each shall hoJd their offices for one 
year. 
And it is further provided that at 
the May elections for the election of 
town officers, succeeding the May elec- 
tion of 1881, the trustee of the districts 
where a vac.^noy occurs by reason of the 
expiration of the terms, shall be elected 
for the term of two years each."

Forotollini? the Weather. 


The 
atmosphere has weight, just as 
water or any other fluid, although it, 
seems to be ])erfeijLly bodiless. 
We 
must comprehend that the transparent, 
invisible air i.s pressing inward toward 
ti e center of the earth. 
This pres.siire 
varies according to the state of the 
weather, and all changes are indicated 
by an instrument called the barometer. 
Generally speaking, the falling of the 
mercury in the tube of the barometer 
indicates rain, 
and its rise inditiatos 
clear weather. 
S<inietimr\s the rise is 
followeil by cold winds, frost, and ice. 
What 
these changes really indicate, 
however, 
can be determined only by 
comparing the barometric changes, at 
cortaia 
hours, in a number of places 
vei'%- far apart. 
This is done by tlie 
Signal 
Service. 
Observations 
aro 
made at about one hundred and forty 
stations, 
in dilVereut portions of the 
country, at given hours, and the results 
ar(! telegraphed at once to Washington, 
where the faithful "weather clerk" re- 
ceives them, 
reasoning out from them 
the "probabilities" which he publishes 
three timos in every twenty-four hours. 


But the atmosphere varies not only 
'n weight, 
but also in temperature. 
The 
thermometer 
tells us of such 
changes. 
Besides this, the air contains 
a great amount of moisture, and 
it 
shows as much variation in this charac- 
teristic as in tlie others. 
For the pur- 
pose of making known 
the changes in 
the moisture of the atmosphere, an in- 
Ktrument has been invented called a 
"wet-bnlb" thermometer. 


We are thus enabled to ascertain the 
weight or pressure, 
the temperature, 
and the w i^tne.ss of the air, and now it 
only remains for us to measure the 
force, and point out the direction of 
the wind.

MANHOOD SUFFRAGE 


A t IJMt A d o p t e d In B b o d « I s l a n d , W l i f o h 
W i l l N o w B e 
D e m o c r a t i c . 


The newspaper organs of the Republi- 
can party from California to Maine are in 
a high state of delight over the victory of 
the Republicans in the late Rhode Island 
election. 
The Republicans are thankful 
for little things nowadays, and are seem- 
ingly better prepared for defeat than for 
victory. 
No Democrat should begrudge 
the Republicans the joy of crowing over 
Rhode Island. This is doubtless their last 
opportunity; at least, the elections of this 
year will end their opportunities. 
After 
this year Rhode Island, like her sister 
commonwealths, will enjoy manhood suf- 
frage. The voters of the state will no 
longer be a privileged class, but aU citi- 
zens will have equal opportimity to ap- 
proach the ballot bax. 


For more than thirty years the Repub- 
lican party ruled Rhode Island. 
During 
that time only one Democrat—Lieutenant 
Governor ^VilIiam Beach Lawi-ence—was 
elected to a state office. The legislature 
was always overwhelmingly Republican, 
and Democrats were rigidly boycotted, ex- 
cept by the tax collectors. 
Fully half of 
the citizens of the state were deprived of 
the right to vote, and by this means the 
Republicans managed to keep their grip 
on power. 
The usual result ensued. The 
Republican ruling class became corrupt, 
arrogant, selfish, and last year, on a cur- 
rent of ptjpular Indignation, were swept 
from office and Democratic state officers 
elected. 
Tlie Democrats have been in 
power in the state but a year, yet they 
have inaugurated reforms that are bound 
to be memorable. 
The Democrats, first 
and foremost, forced through the legis- 
lature an amendment to the constitu- 
tion 
establishing 
manhood 
suffrage. 
At the late election 
the 
Democrats 
paid more 
attention 
to 
advocating 
the adoption of the constitutional amend- 
ment by the people than they did to the 
election of state officers. As a result the 
amendment was adopted by a fair major- 
ity, and 30,000 American citizens residing 
in the state of Rhode Island were enfran- 
chised. 
This is the record of one year of 
Democratic rule in the state. 


The total vote cast at the election on the 
4th of April was less than 36,000, and the 
total vote at the presidential election of 
1884 was only 82,771. The Republican 
majority at the last election, over which 
the Repxiblican organs are crowing so 
loudly, was less than 2,000. 
With 30,- 
000 new voters, enfranchised through the 
action of the Democratic party, it is not 
difficult to see that the days of Repub- 
lican supremacy in Rhode Island are num- 
bered. Tlie new voters cannot participate 
in the presidential election this year, as 
the law provides for registration of voters 
one year preceding an election, but at the 
election for state officers a year hence the 
voice of the newly enfranchised citizens 
will be lieard. 


Heretofore Rhode Island has been an 
ideal Republican dependency. A property 
qualification 
was 
required 
to 
enable 
naturalized citizens to vote, and by this 
means the suffrage was so contracted that 
the politics of the state was controlled by 
a couple of Republican bosses. 
The 
Democrats, true to principles and tradi- 
tions of their party, signalized their first 
year in power in the state in nearly a 
third of a century, by paving the way to 
manhood suffrage, and abolishing the 
aristocratic monopoly that so long ruled 
the state. 
The new voters will not be 
apt to sustain the party that so long de- 
barred them from the ballot box, so thf» 
Republicans would better make the most 
of their last year's supremacy in Rhode 
Island, and Democrats should not blame 
them for celebrating with proper enthusi- 
asm their last victory.—St. Louis Repub- 
lican. 


Hi» Proper Sphere. 
Senator IngaUs, for his gross, indecent 
insult to the president and his foul libel 
upon the memory of McClellan and Han- 
cock, should not only have the door of the 
White House shut against him, but tho 
door of every other house in which an 
honest, self respecting American lives. 
Such fellows of the baser sort should be 
permitted to herd only with their kind, 
and not be permitted where gentlemen do 
congregate.—Philadelphia Telegraph.

Beit enacted by the gen 
era! assembly of the slate of Indiana, 
that at tie next ensuing Hay election 
to be held for tbe election of town of 
fleers, as now provided by law, the town 
trustees shall be chosen In the fallowing 
manner to hold their offices for the time 
herein set forth. In a town where ther 
are five trustees to be elected, the two 
persons receiving the greatest number 
of votes each shall hold their office for 
two years, and tbe three persons read* 
ing the next greatest number of votes 
each shall hold their offices, for one 
year. And it is further provided that a 
the May elections for the election of 
town officers, succeeding the May elec- 
tion of 1881, the trustee of the districts 
where a vacancy occurs by reason of the 
expiration of the terms, ahall be elected 
for the term of two years each." It Is 
strange that onr officers have lately dis- 
covered the error. ~

Feretelllng the Weather. 


The < atmoapbere has weight, just a* 
rater or any otlier fluid, although it 


aeem* to be perfectly bodiless. We 
innst comprehend that the transparent, 
invisible air is pressing inward toward 
tli* center of the earth. This pressure 
variee according to the state of the 
weather, nnd all changes are indicated 
by an instrument called the barometer. 
Generally speaking, the falling of the 
mercury in the tube of the barometer 
indtcatea rain, and its rise indicates 
clear weather. 
Sometimes the rise is 


followed by cold winds, frost, and ice. 
What these changes really indicate, 
however, 'can be determined only by 
comparing the barometric changes, at 
certain hours, in a numh«r of place* 
very far apart. This is don* by the 
Signal 
Service. 
Observations are- 


made at'''*bout. one hundred and forty 
stations, in different portions of the 
country, at given hours, and the result* 
are telegraphed at once to Washington, 
where the faithful "weather clerk" re- 
ceives them, reasoning out from them 
tho "probabilities" which he pnblishea' 
three times in every twenty-four hours. 


Bnt the atmosphere varies not only 


'.n weight, bnt also in temperature. 
The 
thermometer tells us of such 


changes. Besides this, the air contains 
a great amount of moisture, and it 
shows as much variation in this charac- 
teristic as in the others. • For the pur- 
pose of making known the changes in 
the moisture of the atmosphere, an in- 
strument has been invented called a 
"wet- bulb" thermometer. 


We are thus enabled to ascertain the 


weight -or -pressure^ the- temperature, 
and ttie wetness of thi air/<and:now it 
only remains for us to" measure the 
Force, and jpoint out the direction of 
the wind. This is done by the familiar 
weather-vane and the anemometer. 
The vane shows the direction, and the 
uemometer. is an instrument which 
jidicates the velocity of the wind. 


It is by a right understanding of all 


these instruments that the Signal Serv- 
ice officer ia enabled to tell what the 
weather says of itself, for they are the 
pens with which tho weather writes out 
the 
fact*, from 
which 
the 
officer 


makes up 
his 
reports 
for 
the

concerned.

A* tatt Adoptod In Bkodo I>l>nd, Wkkk 


Will Now B« D*mmnae. 


Hie newspaper organs of the BejrabU* 


eanperty from California to Maine are in 
a high state of delight over the victory of 
the Republicans in the late Khode bland 
election. Tho Republicans are thankful 
for little things nowadays, and are seem- 
ingly better prepared for defeat than for 
victory. No Democrat should begrudge 
the Republicans the joy of crowing over 
Bhode Island. This is doubtless their hist 
opportunity; at least, the elections of this 
year will end their- opportunities. After 
this year Rhode Island, like her sister 
commonwealths, will enjoy manhood suf- 
frage. The voters of the state will no 
longer be a privileged class, bat all citl- 
Bens will have equal opportunity to ap- 
proach the ballot hax. 


For more than thirty years the Repub- 


lican purty ruled Bhode Island. During 
that tune only one Democrat—Lieutenant 
Governor William Beach Lawrence—was 
elected to a state office. The legislature 
was always overwhelmingly Republican, 
and Democrats were rigidly boycotted, ex- 
cept by the tax collectors. Fully half of 
the citizens of the state were deprived ot 
the right to vote, and by this means the 
Republicans managed to keep their grip 
on power. The usual result ensued. The 
Republican ruling class became corrupt, 
arrogant, selfish, and hut year, on a car- 
rent of popular Indignation, were swept 
from office and Democratic state officers 
elected. 
The Democrats have been in 


power hi the state but a year, yet they 
hare inaugurated reforms that are bound 
to be memorable. The Democrats, first 
and foremost, forced through the legto- 
latnre an amendment to the constitu- 
tion establishing manhood sufirage. 
At the late election the Democrat* 
paid more 
attention 
to 
advocating 


the adoption of the constitutional amend- 
ment by the people than they did to the 
election of state officers. Aa a result the 
amendment was adopted by a fair major- 
ity, and 30,000 American citizens redding 
m the state of Bhode Island were enfran- 
chised. This la the record of one year of 
Democratic rule tn the state. 


The total vote cast at the election on the 


4th of April was leas than 86,000, and the 
total vote at the presidential election of 
1884 
was only 83,771. The Republican 


majority at the last election, over which 
the Republican organs are crowing so 
loudly, was lesa than 3.000. With 80,- 
000 new voters, enfranchised through tbe 
action of the Democratic party, it ia not 
difficult to see that the daysof Repub- 
lican supremacy in Rhode Island are nnm- 
band. The new voters cannot participate 
m the presidential election this year, a* 
to* law provides for registration of voter* 


i year preceding an election, bat at thai 


election for state offloan a year hence th* 
voice of tho newly enfranchised dUnu 
will be heard. 


Heretofore Rhode bland has been an 


Ideal Republican dependency. A property 
qualification waa required to enable 
naturalized citizens to vote, and by thta 
means the suffrage waa so contracted that 
th* politics of the state wa* controlled by 
a couple of Republican bosses. 
Th* 


Democrats, true to principles and tradi- 
tions of their party, aignaund their Ant 
year hi power m th* state In nearly a 
third of a century, by paving'the way to 
manhood suffrage, and abolishing th* 
aristocratic monopoly that ao long rated 
th* state. The new voters will not b* 
apt to sustain the party that ao long d*. 
barred them from the ballot box, ao the 
Republican! would batter make the moat 
of their last year's, supremacy fax Bhode 
bland, and Democrats should not Warn, 
them for celebrating with proper enthusi- 
asm then- hut victory.—St. Louis Repub- 


Senator IngaUs, for his gross, Indecent 


insult to the president and his fool libel 
npon the memory of McCleUan and Han- 
eock, should not only have the door of th* 
White House shnt against him, bnt the 
door of every other house hi which an 
honest, self respecting American live*.
